Th  e  entire  Daffodil  family 


The  above  picture  shows  the  grading  system  of  commer¬ 
cial  growers.  From  left  to  right,  a  mother  buib  with  offsets 
or  slabs  attached;  a  compact  double  nose  bulb  having  two  or 
more  blooming  centers;  a  round  or  single  nose  bulb  having 
one  blooming  center  only;  and  a  slab  or  offset  removed  from 
a  mother  bulb,  many  of  these  will  bloom.  The  original  bulb 
of  each  variety  came  of  course  from  a  seedling,  which  do  not 
come  true  from  seed;  this  seedling  requires  about  6  years  to 
bloom,  then  the  entire  supply  of  this  one  variety  is  propo- 
gated  from  this  one  selected  seedling,  if  you  live  long  enough. 
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We  start  shipping  bulbs  about 
September  1st  to  October  15th  or 
later  if  not  sold  out,  but  advise  order¬ 
ing  early  as  possible,  planting  early 
in  September  to  insure  heavy  root 
growth  before  cold  weather.  Plant 
6  to  7  inches  deep  in  good  soil  and 
about  that  distance  apart,  and  may 
be  left  2  or  3  years.  Dig  daffodils 
after  tops  die  down.  The  names 
Daffodil  and  Narcissus  are  the  same, 
one  being  English  and  the  latter  the 
Latin  spelling,  never  liking  Latin  I 
use  the  name  daffodil.  Jonquils  be¬ 
long  to  the  daffodil  family  but  have 
rush-like  foliage,  except  the  hybrids.
